ASHBURN,VA.| After the toughest season of 
his Hall of Fame career, Joe Gibbs knew he 
needed to walk away from his Washington 
Redskins family to be closer to his wife, chil- 
dren and grandchildren. 

He resigned as coach and team presi- 
dent of the Redskins on Tuesday, three days 
after a playoff loss ended an inspirational 
late-season run that 
followed the death of 
safety Sean Taylor. 

The 67-year-old 
Gibbs said Redskins 
owner Dan Snyder 
tried to persuade him 
to stay on during a con- 
versation that lasted 
until about 2:30 a.m. 

Tuesday. 

“My family situa- 
tion being what it is 
right now, I told him I 
couldn’t make the kind 
of commitment I need- 
ed to make,” Gibbs said at a news conference 
at the Redskins’ practice facility. 

Speaking about his family, Gibbs added: 
“I felt like they needed me.” Gibbs did not 
go into specifics. But one of his grandsons, 
Taylor, was diagnosed with leukemia a year 
ago at age 2 and undergoes chemotherapy 
every few weeks. 

He had one season left on the five-year, 
$27.5 million deal that lured him out of his 
first NFL retirement and away from his second 
career as a NASCAR owner. Now Gibbs will 
shift into a role as an adviser to Snyder, saying: 
“I feel like this is my home, also.” (ap)

MASS LISTERIA 

Health officials say about 
2,500 serious listeriosis cases 
are reported in the United States 
every year, and 20to 40 of them 
are in Massachusetts. 

Listeria can cause serious 
illness or death in pregnant 
women, newborns, theelder- 
ly and people with compromised 
immune systems. 


35 miles west of Boston. 

All were infected with listeria, 
which is extremely rare in pasteur- 
ized milk. It is more often found 
in raw foods, such as uncooked 
meat and vegetables, and pro- 


cessed foods such as soft cheeses 
and cold cuts. 

The outbreak is believed to be 
only the third time listeria has ever 
been linked to pasteurized milk in 
the United States, said Dr. Alfred 
DeMaria, state director of commu- 
nicable disease control. 

“We know something is going 
on; we just don’t know what it is,” 
DeMaria said. 

Tests at the Whittier Farms plant 
found nothing wrong with its pas- 
teurization process. Health investi- 
gators are now looking at the cooling 
and bottling machinery, including 
the connecting pipes, for the source 
of the bacteria, DeMaria said.

WASHINGTON | Small Iranian fast 
boats swarmed around massive U.S. 
warships in the Persian Gulf, and 
a man speaking heavily accented 
English threatened, “I am coming 
to you. ... You will explode,” accord- 
ing to a video released Tuesday by 
the Pentagon. 

The Iranian boats appeared to 
ignore repeated warnings from the 
U.S. ships, including horn blasts and 
radio transmissions, as the ships 
moved through the Strait of Hor- 
muz into the Gulf. 

President Bush on Tuesday 
denounced the incident as a “pro- 
vocative act.” 

“It is a dangerous situation,” 
Bush said during a White House 
news conference. “They should not 
have done it, pure and simple. ... 
I don’t know what their thinking 
was, but I’m telling you what my 
thinking was. I think it was a pro- 


vocative act.”

Sudanese

Rajapaksa condemned the assassi- 
nation as proof of the rebel group’s 
“continued commitment to terror 
and violence,” and hinted that the 
government would strike back 
after the insurgents’ first success- 
ful assassination in 19 months.

Unruly Driver Sentenced 


Woman who injured 
dozens while high on 
crack gets 25 years 

WASHINGTON | A woman who 
injured nearly 50 people when she 
plowed her car through a street 
festival last summer while high 
on crack cocaine was sentenced to 
25 years in prison Tuesday. 

Tonya Bell, 30, apologized to 
the victims, many of whom testi- 
fied in District of Columbia Supe- 


rior Court about how their broken 
bones, deep scars and psychologi- 
cal wounds from the June 2 inci- 
dent have had a profound impact 
on their lives. 

“I’m so sorry for the pain I 
caused,” said Bell, who quivered 
at the defense table and wept 
often during the half-hour hear- 
ing in front of a full courtroom. “It 
haunts me.” 

According to prosecutors. Bell 
had gone on a crack binge in the 
24 hours leading up to the Unifest 


street festival in Southeast Wash- 
ington, consuming $700 worth 
of the drug. She then placed her 
7-year-old daughter in the backseat 
of her station wagon before head- 
ing toward the festival. 

At speeds that sometimes 
reached 70 mph. Bell made two 
passes through the area, knock- 
ing people to the side and under 
the car as she went.

Stocks Continue

Investors fear slowing

NEW YORK I Wall Street skidded 
lower in another fitful session 
Tuesday, with investors worried 
that the tumbling economy may 
not only cripple mortgage lenders 
like Countrywide Financial Corp.

Gibbs Puts Family Before Football 


Redskins players are

R E D S K I N S I Joe Gibbs’ second NFL 
retirement was much like his first. 
It came as a surprise, and it was all 
about family. 

On the one -year anniversary of 
his grandson’s diagnosis with leu- 
kemia, and less than a year after 
one of his sons left town to return 
to the family NASCAR team, Gibbs 
resigned Tuesday as coach of the 
Washington Redskins so that he 
could devote more time to what he 
called “the most important thing I’m 
going to leave on this Earth.” 

The news startled players, who 
left Sunday’s final team meeting 
certain Gibbs would return for 
the final year of his contract. 


Gibbs signed a five-year, $27.5 
million deal when he returned to 
coach the Redskins in 2004, hav- 
ing been lured away from his second 
career as a NASCAR owner. 

“That’s part of this business — 
it’s full of surprises,” safety Pierson 
Prioleau said. “Most of us suspect- 
ed he would be back, and he’ll defi- 
nitely be missed.” 

Gibbs, who was 171-101 as a head 
coach, including 17-7 in the playoffs, 
will continue to serve as an adviser 
to Snyder but was vague about his 
new role, other than to say he would 
no longer have an office at Redskins 
Park because it would place an unfair 
burden on the new coach. 

“I think we’ve got a lot of pieces 
in place,” Gibbs said. “I personally 
want to be a part of that. I want to 
see it finished. ... Our fans deserve 
championships. I want to be a part

of seeing that come to fruition.”

Regardless, it will be a tough act 
to follow. Even if Gibbs could not live 
up to the impossible standard he set 
20 years ago, he did restore a mea- 
sure of pride at Redskins Park. 

Gibbs’ two playoff appearances 
is double the Redskins’ total in the 
period between his first retirement 
and second coming. Few could have 
done what Gibbs did in the face of 
genuine tragedy. He can hold his 
head high for a job well done. 

And the Redskins, if they pick 
the right successor, can build from 
Gibbs and win at a level he might 
not have been capable of.

Losing Joe Gibbs is like a bad dream for many 
Redskins fans because of what the longtime coach 
has meant to Washington’s favorite franchise. But 
thinking about who owner Daniel Snyder will 
choose as a replacement can turn it into a night- 
mare (Marty Schottenheimer, Steve Spurrier, 
ahhh!). Snyder said the coaching search has 
not yet begun, but here is a look at some who 
should be top contenders. (EXPRESS) 



GREGG WILLIAMS: Williams has to be considered the front-runner — if there is one — in 
Snyder’s search for Gibbs’ successor. His defenses ranked in the top 10 during the first two years 
of Gibbs’ regime, which earned Williams a hefty pay raise and contract extension. After a major 
slide in 2006, the Redskins’ defense returned to form this year just as the team returned to the 
playoffs. Williams brings head- coaching experience to the table, but not a very good record. In 
four years in Buffalo, Williams finished 17-31, which may hurt his cause. 


BILL COWHER: Cowher is certainly the big fish dangling for all head- coaching vacancies. 
It’s easy to understand why. In 15 years in Pittsburgh, Cowher won eight division titles, earned 
10 postseason playoff berths, advanced to six AFC Championship games and made two Super 
Bowl appearances, winning it all in 2005. The current CBS analyst says he plans to take another 
year off before returning to the sidelines, but that doesn’t mean Snyder won’t empty his pock- 
ets — maybe to the tune of $10 million per season — to lure the coach here. 


RUSS GRIMM: Grimm isn’t the big name Snyder has coveted in the past, yet he does bring 
a history as one of the key “Hogs” in Gibbs’ Super Bowl-filled first tenure. Since retiring 
in 1991, Grimm has built a reputations as one of the NFL’s best assistant coaches, first in 
Washington, then in Pittsburgh and now in Arizona. He just missed out for the Steelers’ top 
job when Cowher resigned. If Snyder goes for a nostalgic pick, as he did with Gibbs four 
years ago, Grimm could be the man. He would be a popular choice among fans. 




JASON GARRETT: Garrett joined Dallas as offensive coordinator last winter after two years 
as quarterbacks coach in Miami and helped make the Cowboys’ offense the third-best in the 
league. The 41-year- old is widely considered one of the best offensive minds in the game and 
has drawn praise for the work he has done this year with QB Tony Romo. He has already inter- 
viewed for the Ravens’ coaching job, and will likely get more offers. But does Snyder really want 
another ex-Dallas offensive coordinator (Cough — Norv) running the show? 


JIM CALDWELL: It’s hard to say anything bad about the guy who coaches Peyton Man- 
ning. Caldwell, the Colts’ assistant head coach and quarterbacks coach, has been in India- 
napolis for six years — helping to make the Colts one of the league’s most prolific offens- 
es and Manning, in particular, one of the best quarterbacks in the NFL. Before that, the 
52 -year- old did the unthinkable — help Tampa Bay have a decent offense.

ANYBODY’S GUESS: Last year, Mike Tomlin was not high on anybody’s list of who might 
coach the Steelers. But the 34 -year- old coach interviewed with owner Dan Rooney and the 
rest of the front office, and thoroughly impressed everyone with his enthusiasm and motiva- 
tion. Brian Billick, Rex Ryan, Mike Singletary, Pete Carroll, Marty Schottenheimer and oth- 
ers have all been thrown out as possibilities, but maybe Snyder will surprise us.

Old-school Wyoming 
resort might have the 
nation’s best snow 

R E S 0 RT S I Bill Royall chose the Uni- 
versity of Denver so he could take 
the winter quarters off from school 
and hit the slopes. 

His powder-searching ways con- 
tinued after college, landing him in 
Vail for a few years before it even- 
tually became too crowded and too 
trendy. A move to Aspen ended with 
the same claustrophobic result. 

And so it went. Royall’s quest for 
a quiet skiing sanctuary went on for 
years, taking him to places like Steam- 
boat Springs, Taos and Sun Valley. And 
it always ended the same: moving out 


when the crowds moved in. 

Then Royall found Grand Tar- 
ghee. A down-home alternative to 
upscale Jackson Hole, Grand Tar- 
ghee is a throwback to the days of 
the small-town ski resorts, the kind 
of place where lift operators know 
the regulars’ names and the glisten- 
ing snow is the only sparkle anyone 
will ever need. 

“When you go to a lot of big-time 
resorts, it’s a lot of hustle and bustle, 
glitter and glamour, and we don’t 
want that,” says Royall, a stone carver 
from Southport, Maine, who spends 
three or four months every winter in 
Grand Targhee with his wife, Emery. 
“Grand Targhee is a nonthreatening 
ski environment.” 

Grand Targhee’s appeal starts 


with the Tetons, the 13,000 -foot 
peaks that jut dramatically from the 
high plains like jagged teeth. 

But Grand Targhee is more than 
just a hill with a view. 

Thanks to a unique weather pat- 
tern that shoves incoming storms 
to the western slope of the Tetons, 
Grand Targhee has an annual snow- 
fall of nearly 500 inches, with up to 
650 inches in the whitest of winters. 
And the storms don’t seem to hit 
the other side of the Tetons quite 
as hard; a storm that drops 10 to 12 
inches in Jackson may dump up to 
two feet in Grand Targhee. 

Get over 40 feet of snow per year, 
and you’ll be skiing powder nearly 
every time out. 

“The first thing people usually 


hear about is, which is a good thing, 
is the snow issue,” says Susie Bar- 
nett-Bushong, Grand Targhee’s 
marketing director. “People all over 
the world recognize that Grand Tar- 
ghee consistently has some of the 
best snow annually.” 

Grand Targhee has a little of 
everything: groomer runs for the 
beginners, terrain parks for the 
rail-and-box snowboard crews, 
SnowCat rides for backcountry ski- 
ing and more than nine miles of 
cross-country trails. 

“It’s just a wonderful place,” said 
Kathy Campbell of Norristown, Pa. 
“You can just let the kids go, ski for a 
while, and everybocfy meets each other 
at the bottom for lunch. It’s a great

Volkswagen’s Hot New Hatch 


R32 sports uncommon 
German power under 
sleek, low-key exterior 

RARE COMBO I Admittedly, 250 
horsepower, a six- cylinder engine 
and a price of more than $33,000 
can seem a bit much for a small, 
three -door hatchback. 

But the 2008 Volkswagen R32 
isn’t a normal car. 

It’s the latest and priciest 
embodiment of VW’s “hot hatch” 
legacy — small hatchbacks with 
uncommon power, exemplary 
road manners and a low-key exte- 
rior that doesn’t overtly telegraph 
the car’s performance. 

The combination of German 
engineering, V-6 power, three -door 
hatchback design and lots of stan- 
dard features — including a power 
moonroof, leather seats, automatic 
climate control and premium audio 
system — is rare. 

So is the R32. Only 5,000 are 


they know that the limited edition 
R32 is a special model whose pre- 
decessor in 2004 sold out its 5,000 
U.S. allotment quickly. 

I did wonder whether I’d miss 
having a regular manual transmis- 
sion in the R32. After all, it would 
seem fitting for a sporty hatch. 

But the R32 is offered with only 
VW’s six- speed Direct Shift Gear- 
box — an auto clutch manual that 
doesn’t come with a clutch pedal 
for a driver to depress. 

Instead, a driver can let the elec- 
tronics in the transmission change 
the gears or do the shifting via pad- 
dles on the steering wheel or down 
in the center console, where the 
gear- shifter is. 

I just had to stay focused, 
because the thrust, or torque, from 
the 3. 2 -liter, double overhead cam 
VR6 engine was so strong, it got me 
up to highway speeds without my 
realizing it every time I got behind 
the wheel. 

And, I felt like I was crawling

in the R32 if I traveled at 25 miles 
per hour. 

Thankfully, the R32 suspension 
isn’t changed from what’s offered in 
Europe, so independent MacPher- 
son struts and telescopic shock 
absorbers handle the front, while 
a four-link configuration at the back 
uses shocks and springs that are in 
a separate arrangement. 

I noticed that the brake cali- 
pers on the Deep Blue Metallic 
test R32 matched the striking 
blue paint on the car — a nice touch.

of the major networks during most 
prime-time shows, “The Tonight 
Show With Jay Leno,” “Late Night 
With Conan O’Brien” and “Late 
Show With David Letterman,” 
and some of the bigger channels 
playing syndicated shows. 

In less than three weeks, the 
spot made more than 65 appear- 
ances in prime-time, including 17 
season premieres. Not bad exposure 
for an unsigned artist. Michaelson, 


28, lives with her parents, an older 
brother she is not shy about yelling 
at, a rabbit and a small, yappy dog 
in the prettiest house on a charm- 
ing street in Staten Island, N.Y. 
The place is old and full of won- 
der, old wooden bookcases lined 
with vintage record players, sculp- 
tures her mother makes, countless 
books and vinyl, and even an art 
project Michaelson made in the 
sixth grade. 


For those who have heard her 
songs — quirky pop confections 
full of infectious harmonies — the 
home’s whimsy seems perfect. 

Unknown to anyone but her 
friends and family in early July 
2006, Michaelson is now in the 
top five at triple A radio and start- 
ing to cross over to top 40. In the 
space of a year, she has gone from 
playing small cafes and clubs for 
friends and family, to selling out 
New York’s 500 -capacity Bowery 
Ballroom just before Christmas; 
tickets for a Feb. 15 gig at the city’s 
1,400 -capacity Webster Hall are 
going quickly. 

While it’s tempting to focus 
on her lack of a traditional record 
label deal — Michaelson holds her 
own master and publishing rights 
— thinking of her as the poster child 
for The End of the Music Business is 
to miss the point of her story. 

She may not have a regular 
deal, but she’d be the first to tell 
you she’d never have made it from 
the Old Navy commercials to the 
aforementioned accomplishments 
without plenty of help from the tra- 
ditional music business. Or at least 
parts of the traditional music busi- 
ness that are nimble enough to keep 
up with the speed at which artists 
can develop in 2008. 

“All these things are happen- 
ing so quickly,” Michaelson says, 
“I feel like I’m ready to take this 
to another level.

Animal Channel’s own 
Super Bowl features 
dogs in their element 

The referee blows the whistle. 
“Puppy foul!” 

Unfortunately for Andrew 
Schechter, this call means just what 
you imagine. Schechter, a produc- 
tion coordinator for Animal Planet, 
is training to be an actor. He prob- 
ably never expected to have a role 
that requires so many paper towels 
and plastic bags. But they’re part 
of the job at the channel’s “Puppy 
Bowl,” to be broadcast on Super 
Bowl Sunday. 

For the uninitiated, “Puppy 
Bowl” consists of a pack of puppies 
turned loose to play on a miniature 
football field. There’s no script or 
plot, just all puppies, all the time 
— except, of course, for the kitten 
halftime show. 

Watching it can teach you lots 
about puppy play, an important part 
of a dog’s development. 

“One of the best parts of ‘Puppy 
Bowl’ is watching the pups figuring 
out how to interact with one anoth- 
er,” says dog trainer Victoria Schade, 
who works on the show. “Pups are 
constantly testing the mechanics 
of social interaction.” 

One example of body language 
among dogs in “Puppy Bowl” is 
the “play bow,” which Schade calls 
“the universal ‘game on!’ gesture” 
for dogs. 

Watch the responses to the 
bow, she says: “a return bow, a 
hop, or a quick stare, then a dash 
away, which are all affirmative 
play gestures. Sweeping, exagger- 
ated movements usually indicate 
playful intent .’’To the novice dog 
owner, puppy play can seem sur- 
prisingly rough, but all that chew- 
ing, jumping and wrestling contains 
important lessons. Hearing a loud 
yelp from a playmate in response 


to a nip helps a pup learn his own 
strength — and that he’d better not 
bite so hard next time if he wants 
the fun to continue. 

Allowing this type of play is 
crucial if you want to end up with 
a well-socialized adult dog. The 
trick is to learn to judge when any 
behavior has gone too far. 

“Sometimes it looks awful, but 
if the other puppy is coming back 
with the same intensity, it’s OK,” 
Schade says. “What’s inappropri- 
ate is when we see relentlessness 
— when a puppy keeps coming back 
when the other puppy is trying to 
get away.” 

When evaluating playmates, size 
may matter less than you think. 
During the show’s taping, there’s 
an Alaskan malamute who’s per- 
fectly gentle with the little guys 
on the field, backing off when 
they show discomfort by a yip or a

rapid retreat, while a couple of the 
smaller players need frequent time- 
outs for what referee Schechter calls 
“unnecessary rrruffness!” 

Like the rest of us, individu- 
al dogs have different ideas of a 
good time. 

“Some pups like to chase, some 


like to be chased, some like to wres- 
tle, some like to stalk,” Schade says. 
“The problem arises when you try 
to pair a chase -crazy pup with one 
who prefers to wrestle — those con- 
trasting play styles won’t make for 
a very fun game.” 

All of the puppies on the show

came from shelters and rescue 
groups, and part of the show’s goal 
is to inspire viewers to adopt pets 
of their own. 

Lise Gehrke adopted the Labra- 
dor mix called Panda on the show 
from the SPCA of Anne Arun- 
del County, Md. He’s now named 
Oliver and lives in the historic dis- 
trict of Annapolis, Md., where he’s 
learned all the places that will give 


him treats. 

“When you walk him down Main 
Street, there are certain stores you 
can’t walk past without stopping,” 
says Gehrke. “If you don’t take him 
into Paws, he will lie down and not 
move.” 

Kimberley Nelson of Brooklyn, 
Md., adopted pitbull-Lab mix, Janet 
from the same shelter. 

“She’s a well-mannered dog,” 
says Nelson. That’s what caught 
her eye at the shelter, even when 
Janet was only 9 weeks old. 

“She didn’t nip at a lot of stuff 
like the other dogs did. She just 
came up to you and started cud- 
dling up to you and licking you.” 

Nelson took Janet to work when 
she first got her, and says, “She was 
the big hit of the store. Everyone 
loved her, all the customers.” But 
she seems happy to have retired to 
a quiet home life, cuddling on the 
couch with her favorite pillow or 
Nelson’s other dog, Rossi. 

“She’s a wonderful dog,” Nel- 
son says. “My boyfriend loves her. 
He says now that we’ve got her, ‘I 
don’t know what I’d do without her.’”

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Plant-savvy growers 
teach others how to 
tend to their land 

An innovative cottage industry 
is sprouting up for people new to 
gardening or hoping to enrich their 
crop- or flower-growing skills. 

It’s called garden mentoring, 
garden coaching or garden tutor- 
ing, and it’s a customized kind of 
training people can apply imme- 
diately to their yards, lifestyles or 
family diet. 

Practitioners vary from people 
with vast academic training to 
veteran gardeners. 

“It’s often hard for people to 
get into gardening,” said Susan 
Harris, a garden writer and men- 
tor from Takoma Park, Md. “Most 
people new to gardening start by 
doing everything wrong. What that 
does to their confidence level can 
set them back a decade.” 

Garden coaches are there to 


guide the beginner — essentially, it’s 
a formalized way of getting a help- 
ing hand from your more knowl- 
edgeable neighbor. Or they can take 
skilled gardeners into wow-terri- 
tory. Rates vary from $35 to more 
than $125 per hour. 


“I work with clients whose skills 
range from novice to master gar- 
dener,” said Jack McKinnon, who 
runs a business called The Gar- 
den Coach in the San Francisco 
Bay area. “Coaches are an option 
for people who are just starting.

bought a new property or retired 
and joined the garden club and 
want to impress their fellow gar- 
deners.” 

McKinnon charges $125 per 
hour, and he says about a quarter 
of his clients are men. Most aren’t 
quite beginners but aren’t masters 
yet, either. 

“Most want help in going to the 
next level. It’s our job to help them 
achieve that,” he said. “We grow gar- 
deners rather than gardens.” 

Coaches are Riling an apparent 
void. The trickle-down method of 
learning about gardening from rela- 
tives or friends appears to be a fast- 
fading tradition for a new genera- 
tion of urban dwellers or mobile, 
career-minded couples. 


“I think there is a lapse between 
the opportunities to learn from a 
person’s parents or grandparents 
as a child and the genuine inter- 
est (in gardening) that develops in 
one’s 30s, 40s or 50s,” said Tracey 
Crehan Gerlach, who lives and gar- 
dens near Charlottesville, Va. 

Young women and moms tend- 
ing to a first yard are often those 
who approach Crehan Gerlach, who 
also hears from families who want 
to grow their own food and novice 
gardeners looking for an easy-to- 
tend landscape. 

“I’ll also get bursts of interest 
after, let’s say, along drought. Usu- 
ally [from] people hoping to plan 
better for next year’s dry summer 
with the correct plants and water 
conservation options,” she said. 

Garden mentoring can be a 
year-round job. Many coaches 
take their cues from the seasons, 
teaching pruning techniques in 
autumn, garden design in winter, 
and seed growing and planting in 
early spring. 

Teaching children is a big part 
of the business, too, said Robin 
Haglund, the Seattle -based owner 
of Garden Mentors. 

“I have a young mother whose 
parents bought her quite a lot of gar- 
den stuff for Christmas,” Haglund 
said. “I’ll be working with her and 
her kids this spring to help put their

Here’s the big headline for style - 
conscious men in 2008: Buy a 
skinnier tie. 

Yes, in the world of men’s fash- 
ion, the shrinking of the tie from a 
3 ^-inch width to bout 314 inches 
is monumental news. 

That would never do in women’s 
fashion, in which changes can be 
measured in volumes — say from 
sleek to swinging — in the course of 
a season or two. Menswear, though, 
moves at a much slower pace. Five 
years is the norm, a fast-track shift 
could happen in three. 

Ari Hoffman, CEO of Gant, says 
it’s become an industry joke that a 
seemingly minute detail such as tie 
width or lapel style could be consid- 
ered a drastic shift, but it’s true. 

The attention to narrower ties 
and slimmer lapels comes as the 


industry continues to embrace 
dressier looks, Hoffman says. 

“From our point of view, we’re 
going through a period of change 
from distressed, grungier looks 
toward clean looks, polished looks,” 
Hoffman says. 

Men’s style is largely defined 
by the clothes they go to work in, 
unlike women who often pay the 
most attention to their party dress- 
es, even if they don’t wear them 
often, notes Tyler Thoreson, exec- 
utive editor of the Conde Nast- 
run Web site Men.Style.Com. 
“There’s a much narrower spec- 
trum within which you can work 
in men’s fashion.” 

You’ll see the pendulum switch 
from dressy to casual as every gen- 
eration starts shopping for itself, 
Thoreson explains. 

“A lot of guys in their teens and 
20s grew up with dads who wore 
blue button- downs with chinos or 
Dockers to work,” he says. “How do 
you rebel against that? Well, you 


extreme with tight-fitting jackets 
and cropped trousers. 

Browne now collaborates with 
menswear company Brooks Brothers 
on a line called Black Fleece that’s 
aimed to update Brooks Brothers’ 
more traditional image. 

Men come in to see what this 
modern collection — with touches 
of fur trims, embroidery and cov- 
ered buttons — is all about, says 
Style.com’s Thoreson, but they’re 
not buying into the whole 
look. Instead, they’ll buy the 
trenchcoat or a shirt, or per- 
haps a jacket one size larger 
than Browne would’ve rec- 
ommended. 

Men aren’t as quick to 
change their look because 
most don’t have as much 
interest in fashion as women, 
Hoffman says. 

Playing it safe does 
make more sense for men 
than women, he adds, since 
women often use fashion to 
get attention. 

“Men like to look put 
together and match, 
but they don’t want to be 
noticed for their clothes.”
